When our orators get wound up on our Con- 
stitution, they are likely to speak of the men 
who wrote it and set up the three divisions of 

government—the legislative, the executive and the judicial, each 
with power to check and balance the other, as “divinely inspired.” 

I won’t quarrel with that, but as a matter of fact and history, 
the document was achieved only after long, bitter, tedious, quarrel- 
some compromise. Many plans were submitted. Many changes 
were made. Trades, deals, additions, subtractions—all these were 
a part of it. It did not come into being in a flash of genius. It 
was made by sweat and anger, chicanery and integrity, by the 
ancient art of “getting together.” 

That is why it is good. That is why it is resilient. It stretches 
where it has to give. It contracts where it must. A man may read 
it a thousand times and get something new from it ea¢h time. 


The British crisis—with another election indicated— 
is a case in point. There are those who have argued,

tration fails.to receive a vote of confidence—or, in plain words, 
get voted down on some important measure—is a superior one. 
They declare that this enables the people to have a more 
immediate and direct voice in government than does our own where 
the terms of office are fixed and a congressman is sure to be in 


_ office two years and a senator six, barring, of course, misconduct 
in office, and where, when an Administration is rebuked by a hos- 


tile vote, it simply tries again. 

They point to the instance in our history where the Congress 
has refused to pass an Administration bill and thus thwart the 
President and his Cabinet. Yet the Cabinet and the President 
remain, while in Britain, France or Italy, in a like situation, the 
government would “fall.” 


They argue, too, that our system does not allow 
party. discipline. Under the parliamentary method 
a member can be, and usually is, held to the party platform. The 
party determines where he is to “stand” for election and they may 
put him where he is sure to be defeated if he bolts his side of the 
House too often. 

In our country there is a dangerous (I think) school which 
argues thate our congressmen should be required to follow their 
party platforms. There are some teachers of political science who 
seriously teach and write exactly that. It sounds half convincing— 
unless one thinks about it. If one does; one will see that it is one of 
the most unsound of ideas and one which would lead to disaster. 

In fact; all that we have heard, and sonietimes believed, to be 
wrong wifh our own operation of government now stands as its 
greatest Atrength. As we look at the unstable governments in 
Europe which employ the parliamentary system, we could wish 
they had our own to combat the problems of the times. 


Bolters Our system not merely permits debate—as does the 

magnificent parliamentary procedure. Ours prolongs 
it, for years, if necessary. Our process is educational. Once we 
have made a controversial issue into law, we have, in the long and 
bitter process of so doing, obtained enough education and accep- 
tance to assure its relative stability. 

There was just once in our time when we did not do that. We 
passed the prohibition amendment quickly and without much debate 
and education. All save the highly partisan agree this was our 
greatest legislative tragedy and failure. Had we spent some years 
on the law, allowing time for it to be filibustered and delayed, 
thwarted and defeated, we would have in time obtained a law which 
would have worked out for temperance and, perhaps, prohibition. 
FEPC The FEPC legislation at present is another fine illus- 

tration. It has been before us for some years. If it had 
been pushed through, in the fashion of the prohibition law, it would 
not have been obeyed any better, if as well, as was that forced 
decree. If it were now to be jammed through, it would fare no 
better in public acceptance. But in time, we will have a fair and 
equitable law which will have public acceptance. It will come 
only because of the delay and disa@ission of it through the bitter, 
angry Weeks and years of discussion and debate. When it does 
come it will mean something. 

One of the strengths of our system is the fact any congressman 
or senator may bolt his party and, if the home folks are willing, 
get away with it. 3 

Is it only the Southerners who defy the party? 

Well, how about the Senator who has made so great a name— 
a New ‘Dealer who has voted for the FEPC, for all civil rights 
Senator Paul Doug- 
las, of Illinois, defied the Administration on the new tax increases 
and on the expanding budget. 

That’s good. All to the good. 

So, high as we may lift our hat to the magnificent British 
system, which has held liberty safe in Britain because the British 
invented it and know it, our own seems better to fit the times. 

Anyhow, that’s how it seems to me.

A Marriage of Convenience 


You might not think it to look at them, but the two big branches 
of show business are’ in heavy trouble—movies and television 
broadcasting. 

The movies, a business with plenty of product, is up vou a 
rapidly shrinking audience, and though some of the companies are 
still in the black, it’s a cinch they won’t be when there are 10,000.- 
000 TV sets in 10,000,000 parlors. Judging by the financial pages, 
the people who own the companies agree with me because most of 
the movie stocks are selling for less than half of their 1946 quota- 
tions, 

The television business, on the other hand, has a rapidly ex- 
panding audience but darned little product worth looking at. And 
as I see it, it isn’t the fault of the TV tycoons—there just isn’t 
enough theatrical talent around to provide good, live entertainment 
for the 300 half-hour shows which the networks must present each 
week. 

In other words, unless something is done about it and pronto, 
one. business will grow more insolvent and the other more insipid. 


Solution? Is there a solution? Of course, and like all good 

5 solutions, it’s a simple one: Television must marry 
the movies, or vice versa—and if there are laws on the books which 
get in the way of these nuptials, then in the public interest the laws 
will have to be changed. 

The advantages of this alliance are many and obvious. First, 
through the sale or rental to telecasters of film expressly made for 
the foot-square TV screen, the movies can start recouping some of 
the money that the home sets are siphoning out of their box offices. 
Second, on a give-and-take basis, the film companies will be able 
to run off their trailérs in millions of living rooms, and the few 
tests of this type of advertising indicate that it’s plenty potent. 
Third, the midget screens can be used to develop new picture per- 
sonalities, and this, as movie men will tell you, is the real life blood 
of their silly business. 

What can Hollywood do for television? Plenty. A sufficient 
amount of the right kind of film will solve better than half of its 
programming problems—and I’m, of course, not referring to the 
Grade Z vintage stuff which certain stations now run as a last 
and ludicrous resort. I’m talking about pictures expertly tailored 
for the small screen, skillfully staged and lighted and which, among 
other things, will steer clear of the long shots which loék like so 
much oscillating annals. 


Variety Hollywood can eventually produce darn near every type 

of TV program from the travelogue to the three-act dra- 
matic play, but for openers it might do well to concentrate 
on the popular classics that people never seem to get tired 
of. For instance, the best of the short stories of De Maupas- 
sant, O. Henry, Ben Hecht, Damon Runyon and Somerset Maugham; 
ditto, a series of symphonic standbys with Toscanini and Stokow- 
ski conducting; double ditto, the inspired antics of Jimmy Durante, 
Maurice Chevalier and a hundred others in the-rhinestoned hodge- 
podge that makes up show business. 

Access to such a stockpile of film classics would, among other 
things, take the bone-crushing pressure off the TV programmers 
and allow them to concentrate on a few really good live shows. And 
before long, if they use the sense that God gave geese, the blending 
of the reel and the real would add up to entertainment which one 
could watch without rushing for the rail. The over-all consequence 
would be that two businesses which give employment to tens of 
no a would once and for all climb out of the red and into the 
pin 

Paramount Pictures, which paid $560,000 for an interest in Du- 
Mont some years ago, is angling to sell its holdings for $12,000,000. 
That would be a nice capital gain, of course, but I wonder if it 
wouldn’t be smarter for Paramount to hold on to this stock and 
invest a few extra bucks in a film library to make DuMont the first 
TV network worth a second look. 

Who knows—it might be a handy hedge against the time when 
there are 20,000,000 television sets and DuMont is considering the 
purchase of Paramount for $560,000.

were still shadows in the 
peaks the sun played crimson on the snow 

the mountains stood up like tongues of frozen 
flame. Newspapermen are not very fluent or 
coherent men, as a rule, except when putting 
down words on paper. I stood looking at the 
great scenic show with Homer Bryant, of the 
Herald Tribune. All he could think of to say 
was, “Pretty, isn’t it?” and all I could answer 
was, “Yep, it is.” 


Fiying over this frozen country it seems 
devoid of life, but seen close up it 
with living things. You never see them, but 
each morning on the new snow on the slopes 
above the camp you can see the pattern of 
their footprints in the snow. The snowshoe 
hare, the fox, the wolf, the strange little 
animal called the lemming, all live in this 
white land. On the higher peaks, just at the 
line where the spruce and the lodgepole pine 
struggle thinly out below the snowcap, they 
say the mountain sheep and goats can be 
found, though nobody on this expedition will 
ever know for sure. 


We are chained to the road, and the supply 
line that supplies food and warmth. To the hunt- 
ers in the crowd, though, like Dave Roberts, 
of the Cincinanti Inquirerg who wanders the 
globe in search of game, the mountain sheep 
are a challenge. Every night in camp, as the 
gang sits around, reading the works of Robert W. 
Service, trying to find a few good lines to steal 
for their next day's stories, he tries to figure a

valley where the es were beginning to rise and stir, but on the great 


way we could take a day off from covering the 
war to climb a mountain in search of a sheep. 
Nobody pays much attention to him. 

He may have the right idea, though. There’s 
a Norwegian colonel on this expedition, studying 
the manner in which we make war in the cold. 
He feels that we have a lot still to learn. He 
saw that neatly forgotten war—the battle be- 
tween the Russians and the Firfhs around the 
frozen shores of Lake Ladoga—and he knows a 
little of how these two nations, both born to the 
cold, made war. 

They knew what he says the Americans must 
learn-—how to use the snow for warmth, and the 
resources of the land for supplies.

He thinks we will learn these things, not 

from the scientists working in the laboratories, 
nor from the experts who devise and test Arctic 
procedure. The ingenuity of the common sol- 
dier wil] itself be our greatest source of new 
knowledge.

WASHINGTON—Informed Britishers here are looking to the King’s speech, opening the newly 
elected Parliament next week, to supply important clues as to future political developments, both 


domestic and international. 

Inevitably, they believe, the speech from 
the throne, dictated by the Labor Cabinet and 
designed to chart its future course, must say 
whether the Government intends to press for 
further nationalization of private businesses or 
pull in its socialistic horns. 

Specifically the speech is expected to reveal 
whether nationalization of steel, already voted 
by. the House of Commons but put on the shelf 
untif after the election, now will be proceeded 
with® or kept in abeyance. 


On the international side, the keenest 
speculation is whether Winston Charchill’s 
campaign demand for a peace appreach to 
Russia will impel the Laborites to make 
some move in that line. It is suggested 
even that Prime Minister Attlee might call 
Churchill’s hand by offering him the job 
of negotiating with Stalin, either alone or 
in company with representatives from the 
United States and other nations in the 
North Atlantic Alliance. 


Or Attlee might propose another Big Three 
meeting, after the fashion of Teheran, Yaita and 
Potsdam, with’ himself, President Truman and 
Marshal Stalin the major participants. : 

An aspect of the election much emphasized 
by the Britishers is that all parties, excepting 
the Communists, gained in popular vote, and 
that the gains rose progressively as they moved 
toward the right. 

Thus the Communist vote dropped from 103,- 


000 in 1945 to 89,644 this time. Not only were 
the two Communist members in the old Par- 


liament beaten, but so were all the Laborites 
who had been expelled from the Party because 
of pro-Communist actions, 

Labor’s total of popular votes rose from 11,- 
963.000 in 1945 to 13,197,000 this year, a gain 
of 10 percent. But the Liberal Party, next to the 
right, advanced from 2,240,000 to 2,617,000, a 
gain of 16 percent. And the total Conservative 
vote’ rose from 9,961,000 to 12,478,000, a gain 


second-election showdown. The _ general pre- 
diction is that the second Attlee Government 
will last through the April-May period of budget 
making and probably longer. 

Prime Minister Attlee is expected :to avoid 
a test vote until some issue arises on which he 
believes he can bolster his present scant majority. 
And the opposition just as certainly will. be 
chary~ of forcing another election until it dis- 
covers an issue on which it can hope to win a 
safe Parliamentary majority in its own right. 

The greatest immediate problem for Attlee 
probably is how to slacken his Socialistic pace 
without causing left-wing Laborites to turn 
against him.

“You can do the work in them 
yourself,” she points out. “If 
you hire the work done, half the 
fun is gone.” 

Mrs. Place, whose organiza- 
tion represents 142 member 
clubs with some 9,000 members, 
came to Atlanta to address the 
National Association of Soil Con- 
servation Districts last night. 

Soil conservation, she is con- 
vinced, is something which 
should concern everybody— 
school children, college students, 
city housewives as well as farm- 
ers and their wives. 

“No country,” she _ declares, 
“can be economically sound if it 
is not agriculturally sound.” 

Mrs. Place names as the “No. 
1 sin of the average home owne 
er, as far as the soil is concerned, 
the raking and burning of 
leaves. : 

She said leaves, if left in a 
pile, would decompose and make 
the “most wonderful food” for 
the soil. 

Mrs. Place, who visited here 
at the home of Mrs. Albert 
Thornton, 105 West Paces Ferry 
Rd., ‘W., was greatly im- 
pressed by Atlanta’s “beautiful 
homes and gardens.” 

“Georgia has done much in 
soil conservation, too,” she con- 
cluded. “Cason Callaway has 
done a remarkable job in lead- 
ing the way... . Riding through 
Georgia on the train, I was im- 
pressed by the _ soil-building 
crops and green, terraced fields, 
which contribute to health and 


prosperity.”
